BASOALS OB PATBIOTS, WHICH? 


Jamea Cveelman Claim* Tbat A«-nl- ' 


luUdo and Hie Leader* Are Black- 
mallera «.nd Robber*—From Other 
Sources Our Soldier* Are Chanced 
With Looting and Taking No Prl«- 


• oner*. 


James Creelman, tbe Manila corre- 


spondent of the New York Journal, 
writing under the date of March 30 
about tbe Philippine fighting, says: 


Aguinaldo's attempt to estort $7,- 


000,000 ftpm the Spanish government 
as a ransom for tbe Spanish prisoners 
he holds is simply one instance of tbe 
spirit of blackmail whicb inspires tbe 
leaders of tbe so called Philippine gov- 
ernment. Throughout tbe island of 
Luzon tbe "patriots" are plundering 
all who bave wealtb. I have talked 
witb tbe Spaniards who have escaped 
into our lines this week, and they bave 
all described a pitiless reign of terror 
under wbicb tbe common people are 
robbed and driven about like slaves, 
vrbile Agninaldo and his ministers and 
generals live in almost incredible lux- 
ury. An English gentleman told me 
tbat he sat down to a luncheon of 33 
conrses iu Agninaldo'a house. .Mean- 
while thousands of Agninaldo'a coun- 
trymen are starving. The insnrgent 
taxes amount almost to confiscation. 
Cab drivers from Manila are commis- 
sioned as colonels. The former master 
now cowera before bis servant glitter- 
ing with gold lace. Bands of licensed 
tbieves stalk through the great northern 
valleys, looting and destroying as they 
go. Old men, women and children are 
driven at tbe point of tbe sword to dig 
trenches for tbe lazy ruffians in uni- 
form, whose safeguard is a system of 
rapine- This is the thing onr army is 
moving against, and these are the lib- 
erty loving leaders for whose sake Sen- 
ator Hoar and Mr. Carnegie and Mr. 
Cleveland would tear down the Ameri- 
can flag. 


Meanwhile Agninaldo struts about in 


his little fortified camp in tbe valley of 
tbe Rio Grande and makes oriental 
speeches filled v^h false stories of his 
victories over tbw American forces and 
bombastic references to liberty, which is 
nowhere to be seen. Tbe whole scene of 
this farce would be worthy of tbe pen 
of a humorist were it not for tbe fresh 
made graves wbicb lie along tbe lines 
of onr trenches and tbe thousands of 
homeless native women and children 
wbo mast suffer because Aguinaldo 
wants to wear a golden collar. 


The Tagalo leaders bave already dem- 


onstrated their titter nnntness for self 
government and their incapacity to un- 
derstand tbe pnrposes for whicb civi- 
lized governments are instituted. They 
bave bad almost undisputed control of 
the great island of Luzon, witb tbe ex- 
ception of Manila and Cavite, for ten 
months. It is an indisputable fact, to 
which there are thousands of witnesses, 
tbat during this time the Tagalo gov- 
ernment and its officers everywhere 
nave opi*essed and bled tbe people with- 
ont mercy. 


Since tbe outbreak of tbe present hos- 


tilities tbe so called taxes bave degen- 
erated into mere confiscation. Venge- 
ance is wreaked npon Spaniar. > and 
Spanisb property throughout thuiuteri- 
or. Spanisb families, including' women 
and children, have been kept in prison 
without accusation or trial, and their 
property has been confiscated. 


Tbe government baa been cerrnptand 


tyrannical and bas shown a ferocious 
spirit of vengeance against private per- 
sons. Aguinald? and his friends have 
bad a full opportunity of proving to tbe 
world and to the American people tbat 
they could give tbe inhabitants of Luzon 
something better tban the Spanisb gov- 
ernment. Bat they have simply estab- 
lished a military despotism, .and none 
but tha Tagak* have a voice in it. 
There is nothing republican, nothing 
Iree, nothing noble, about it 


Before oar troops were forced to fire 


on tbe lawless band of intnrgenti wbo 
crossed onr liqei in ipite of the chal- 
lenge of onr wnfriei,. the commissioners 
appointed by general Otii to confer 
witb the Tagalo leaden tried in vain to 
discover tome spirit of moderation and 
real patriotism. Colonel Crowder, tha 
lodge advocate of the Eighth army 
corps, lay* tbat tbe Tagftlon w.ere asked 
whether they would be satisfied with 
local self government n&der American 


tion along these lines was presented. 
Tbe attitude of the American commis- 
sioners was friendly and full of regard 
for tbe necessities, habits and traditions 
of the inhabitants. But tbe more gen- 
erous tbe offer of the Americans the 
more arrogant and antagonistic was the 
spirit of the Tagaloa. They wanted ev- 
erything. The whole archipelago must 
be given np to them absolutely, to/be 
rsled or ruined by a military govern- 
ment, in choosing which none bnt a 
few Tagalo warriors bad any voice. 
While these conferences were in prog- 
ress Aguinaldo was hurrying oB his 
preparations for war. 


The attack on our army was the di- 


rect and immediate result of speeches 
made in the senate and editorials in so 
called American newspapers. Enormous 
sums of money bave been spent by tha 
agents of Aguinaldo in cabling these 
traitorous utterances to Hongkong, and 
they are everywhere quoted within the 
insurgent lines as a justification for the 
shedding of American blood. 


Agninaldo ia not fighting for liberty. 


He is fighting for power. The Tagalos 
are tbe only natives of the Philippine 
Islands who bave had intimate contact 
with tbe Spaniards. They have been 
corrupted. They want to rule the rest 
of tbe Philippines as the Spaniards 
ruled them. They have simply substi- 
tuted native tyranny in the place of 
Spanisb tyranny. To leave them in pos- 
session of the '"Philippine archipelago 
would mean a 'tertain war of "races. 
Those who have taken the deepest and 
kindest interest in the natives and who 
know them best all declare that prog- 
ress and liberty would be impossible 
under a Tagalos government. 


Onr army is on the defensive. These 


sallies here and there may furnish good 
material for war dispatches to Wash- 
ington, but they do little to end tbe 
war. Meanwhile property in the island 
is being destroyed in every direction. 
Look where yon will and columns of 
smoke darken the hc-izon. Unless we 
move against tbe main insnrgent army 
the agricultural population will become 
homeless vagabonds. 


In contradistinction to the foregoing 


the following editorial from the New 
York Post will prove of interest: 


It will be a year in a few days since 


the United States went to war with 
Spain "for the cause of humanity." 
Having started cr.t to give tbe inhabit- 
ants of Cuba their independence, we 
are now insisting tbat the inhabitants 
of tbe Philippine Islands, who had also 
revolted against Spanisb rule, shall ac- 
knowledge our supremacy over them. 


Tbe wau|on destruction of prdperty 


by onr army bas been boasted of by onr 
soldiers. E. B. Furman of the regiment 
from tbe state of Washington, writing 
of the battles of Feb. 4 and 5, said that 
"we burned hundreds of houses and 
looted hundreds more," and that "we 
bave horses and carriages and bull carts 
galore and enough furniture and otbar 
plunder to load a steamer." Captain 
Albert Otis, describing bis own exploits 
at Santa Ana, wrote that "I have six 
horses and three carriages in my yard 
and enough small plunder for a family 
of six." Guy Williams of the Iowa 
regiment, after describing tbe abandon- 
ment of a village by the inhabitants, 
wrote. 


The soldiers made short work of the whole 


thing. Thoj looted every house and found al- 
most ever/ihint! from a pair of wooden shoes 
up to a pi,"4 o, and they carried everything off 
or destroyed it. Talk of the native* plunder- 
ing iho to^-ng—I don't think tbe/ »r« in it 
with tbe fiftieth Iowa. 


The fact is now fully established tbat 


in many cases the rule has been that 
our troopa take no prisonera Charles 
Brenner of Minneapolis, Kan., in de- 
scribing the part played by his regi- 
ment iu-tba fight at Caloocan, wrote: 


Company I had taken a few prisoners and 


stopped. The colonel ordered thepj up into 
line timo after time and finally sent Captain 
Bishop back to start them. There occurred th« 
hardest sight I cvor flaw. They had four 
prisoners and didn't know what to do witb 
them. They asked Captain Bishop what to no, 
and ha said, "Ton know the orders," and four 
natives fell dead. 


Leonard F. Adams of Ozark, Mo., 


wbo is in the Washington regiment, do- 
scribes tbe terrible slaughter of natives 
in the battle of Feb. 4, after which "w« 
went over the battlefield in squad*, 
burying the dead niggers;" tells how 
he "saw 74 bnried in one bole;" soys 
tbat "in the path of the Washington 
regiment and Battery D of tbe Sixth 
artillery there were J.008 dead «iggeri 
«nd A great many wounded," and adds1. 


I don't know how many m«n, wwnMti >a4 
children tb« OMOMHM boy« did kill. T**y 
would not take »ny prisoner*. Out flOAptW 
of the T«nne*M« boys wis gent into a«*dQtw

The Brooklyn Eagle recentry publish- 


ed a private letter just received from 
fred.B. Hioobnian, formerly a stndenjt 


in tbe r*ov <*.cuiac institute, wbo ia 
now serving witb Company A. United 
States engineers, and whose testimony 
on this point would of itself be conclu- 
sive, an "I am connected witb tbe pro- 
vest marshal's headquarters, bare bad • 
particularly good opportunity of ob- 
serving 'symptoms,' and in some cases 
bave bad an insight into things wbicb 
were not generally known." Writing 
from Manila on tbe 22d of February, be 
describes tbe first engagement between 
onr forcea and the natives, and in tbe 
course of his narrative says: 


At 1:80 o'clock the general gave me a memo- 


randum with regard to bending out a Tennes- 
see battalion to the line. He tersely put it 
that "they were looking for a fight." At the 
Puentfl Colgante (suspension bridge) I met one 
of our company, who told me that the Four 
trentb and Washington1; were drivwg all be- 
fore them and taking no prisoners. This is 
now our rule of procedure for cause. Af er 
delivering my me&bage'I hud not walked a 
block when I lienid shots dowji the street. 
Hurrying foi ward, I found a group of our men 
taking pot shnts ncross the river into a bam- 
boo thicket at about ],200 yards. I longed tc 
join them, but had ray reply to take back, and 
that, of course, wa- the first thing to ritouO 
to. I leached tho office at B p. m., Justin timu 
to see a platoon of tho Washingtons with about 
50 pi isoners. who had been taken before they 
learned how not to take them. 


Sergeant Elliott of Company G, in 


the Kansas regiment, wbo returned re- 
cently wiih the body of his father, cap 
tain of the company, talked in this 
frank way to a reporter of the Kansas 
City Star: 


Most of the general officers think it will take 


yea rb and a large foice of soldiers to thor 
oughly subjugate the natives, and the un 
pleflbant feature of this is that unless the con 
(litions change radically there will be few sol 
diers who will care to stay there. There's no 
use trying to conceal the fact that many of the 
in-;n over there now, especially the volunteers 
aie homesick and tired of fighting way off 
there with notnmg in particular to gain 
There ia not one man in the whole army now 
in the Philippines who would not willingly 
give up Ins life for the flag if it was ESueseary 
but it isn't pleasant to think about dying n 
the hands of a foe little better than a savagi 
and so far away from home. And the though. 
of its not ending for several years is not »j 
especially pleasant one either.

an interest therein as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. 


When such property is situated in 


two or more places, or where a record- 
ed mortgage included for one, two or 
more estates or parts of an estate, an 
estimate of the amount of the mortga- 
gee's interest in such estate or part of 
an estate, shall be given in such state- 
ment on such real estate.

CAPTURED BY AN AMERICAN. 


How Lieutenant Stacey Jailed Gar- 


cia, a I'arto Rlcan Bandit. 


Cromwell Stacey, the youngest lieu- 


tenant in Uncle Sam's service, now 
military commander at Juana Diaz, 
Porto Rico, has become locally famous. 
He has captured and jailed Estaban 
Garcia, tbe captain of a band of brig- 
ands whose depredations have terror- 
ized tbe country. Their most recent 
outrage bad been tbe looting of a tiny 
hamlet, after which oil was poured on 
the roof of every hut and preparations 
mads to level the village. 


It was just at this time young Stacey 


landed. The lieutenant had been sent 
home on a transport a month earlier 
suffering with typhoid fever.- His con- 
valescence was not yet over. His sick 
leave had yet two weeks to run, but his 
impatience to return to the scene of his 
former activities would no longer en- 
dure restraint. 
On disembarking he 


found orders awaiting him'from Colo- 
nel Hood, the commander at Ponce, to 
set out at the bead of 100 men and cap- 
ture Garcia, dead or alive. That was at 
2 p. m. A 5 the expedition was on its 
way.

In an open letter to El Correo de 


Puerto Rico, published in a late issue, 
Chief of Police Figueros describes tbe 
consultation with tbe lieutenant and 
which prefaced his departure. 


' 'I will ride for Arecibo,'' said Stacey, 


"and if I do not find him I will scour 
the island." 


He spared neither horses nor men. 


His men changed mounts four times en 
route. From place to place news of the 
brigand met the troop. He had fled to 
the mountains. Thither Stacey and his 
men followed and ten miles out of Are- 
cibo ambushed their man. They star ur<l 
on the return in triumph with their 
captive just 14 hours after Stacey had 
received his ordera The Porto Rican 
papers are high in praise of his work. 
Stacey is a New York boy, the son of 
the late General Stacey, and baa work- 
ed his way up from the ranks. He is 23 
years old. His mother, Mrs. May Banks 
Stacey, is prominent in women's club- 
dom.—New York World. 


A NERVY, RESCUE. 


How Trainer of tb« low* Saved 


Three Spaniard*. 


A peculiar feature of "The Story of 


the Captains" in tbe May Century is 
tbe account of the rescue work of the 
American ships after the fight off San- 
tiago, which seems ^ to have involved 
more risk than the battle tbat preceded 
it. In this connection Captain Evans of 
the Iowa relates this story of one of his 
crew: 


"While rescuing the officers and crew 


of the Vizcaya a boatswain's mate 
named Trainor showed wonderful nerve 
and courage arid was afterward pro- 
moted at my request for his conduct 
The boat of which Trainor was acting 
cockswain was lying near the stern of 
tbe burning cruiser, and most of the 
Spanish sailors crowded on her upper 
deck aft had been persuaded to jump 
overboard, and were thus saved. Three 
remained, however, holding on to tbe 
rail, with their bodies hanging over tbe 
side of the almost redbot ship. Trainor 
was heard to say. 'We must save them 
men somehow,' and without orders be 
jumped overboard, swam to the side of 
tbe Vizcaya, clambgred up to the deck 
at the imminent risk of bis life, kicked 
the three men overboard, took a header 
himself and succeeded in rescuing all 
three of them. The water was full of 
sharks snapping and tearing at the 
Spanish dead and wounded.''

KBOWB In Pacific •»« AtlMtle 
Ocean* to Be Held In Souther* Cal- 
ifornia—Will Rival the Naole* and 
Berlin Aquariums. 


Southern California ia to have a ma- 


rine laboratory and deep sea zoological 
station such as Berlin and Naples have. 


The large aquarium at Naples is the 


wonder of Europe in that line. It at- 
tracts students from all parts of the 
continent and sightseers from every 
quarter of the globe. It is a water cage 
of the most curious marine animals 
known. California is to have one, as 
an addition to a list,of natural wonders 
already famous throughout the world. 


It is to be inclosed in the waters of 


Avalon bay. Catahna island, and Pro- 
fessor Charles Frederick Holder, the 
moving spirit of the enterprise, has 
completed the plans on which it is to be 
conducted. Within one month its ini- 
tial plant of 16 tanks will be ready for 
sightseers. Thenceforward the work of 
enlarging and amplifying will proceed 
ad infinitum. 


In the aquarium proper almost every 


fish known to the Pacific and Atlantic 
oceans will be exhibited. Small whales 
end large devilfish will give a circus- 
like character to the affair. The octopus 
will have a tank to himself, like any 
respectable side show. He is to measure 
no less than 15 feet across and be -a ter- 
ror of his kind. Large tanks will bold 
ten foot sharks and many smaller ones, 
from the "hammerhead" to the versa- 
tile "puff," which blows himself like a 
bulloon. He al&o may constitute a sid« 
show unto himself and have a separata 
tag on his cae;e. The jewfish. which is 
said to be unable to squeeze himself in- 
side the Grjuen Gate owing to his size, 
will have an entire section of the chan- 
nel for his private domain. An equally 
large aquatic prison will he provided 
for a couple of whales. 


There will be a school of flying fish 


in one of the compartments. Another 
inclosure will be given to the Inminant 
varieties, such as electric fish, lampflsh 
and angel fish, while still another will 
contain gigantic turtles. The yellow- 
tail, eea bass, salmon and such common- 
er denizens of the deep will be provided 
for no less carefully. The bonito—call- 
ed the "sea hummingbird"—the skate, 
the ray, the crab in his various fami- 
lies, the starfish, the abalone, the sea 
cucumber, the limpet and hundreds of 
shellfish will be looked after with suit- 
able accommodations. 


The sqnid will be on view—the 500 


pound sea animal that gives ink, has 
pens, a beak like a parrot and changes 
color like a chameleon. The enormo*) 
sunfish will be shown side by side with 
the delicate, brilliantly colored jellyfish, 
to whose society it is addicted. The re- 
moras and pilot fishes which accompany 
sharks will bask in social proximity. 
The electric ray will kindly give 
"shocks" to visitors desirous of petting 
him. The entennarius will build an 
aquatic nest for you while yon wait. 
Phosphorescent animals will shed light 
beneath the water that yon may better 
inspect them in all their glory. 


Santa Catalina is the only spot in 


California, in the opinion of experts, 
where such an institution may he main- 
tained successfully on a large scale. For 
gome months Professor Holder and oth- 
ers have been conducting experiments 
there to determine the ease with which 
animal life can be obtained, and it is 
the opinion of these students that Ava- 
Icn bay is unsurpassed by any aquarium 
site in the world. Visitors whose atten- 
tion has been attracted by the strange 
proceedings have been a inn zed at the 
animals recently exhibited in a 3 by 3 
tank, and an easterner among the guests 
—a naturalist who had traveled the 
world over observing the provisions 
being made by science for the study of 
animal life—averred that the famous 
aquarium at Naples was less favored 
by nature than the proposed establish- 
ment in Avalon bay. 


Professor Holdftr was interviewed on 


the subject of the Catahna aquarium. 
He said: *'Our work will be ready for 
inspection by the time the Educational 
association 
members arrive at San 


Francisco next July. All these teachers, 
or a great majority of them, teach 
zoology or natural history, and very 
few of them have bad an opportunity 
to see the remarkable and beautiful 
fauna of this region, alive or dead, and 
it occurred to me that a living exhibit 
of all the marine animals of this region 
would be a valuable object lesson from 
an educational standpoint and extreme- 
ly interesting and entertaining as well. 


"To make an exhibit of this kind o» 


the mainland was impossible without a 
vast outlay of expense, bnt at Avalon 
bay, where the animal supply is only a 
few feet away and can be replenished 
at little or no expense, the exhibit ia 
possible, and the Banning company 
have decided to make it, and, having 
bad some experience with such matters, 
I shall prepare the exhibit and endeavor 
to make it of value as well as a pleasure 
to visiting educators. I see no reason 
why the exhibit may not be made a 
valuable adjunct to our school system. 
I noticed in the newspapers a few days 
ago a telegram to the effect that the 
Mount Holyoke college had just paid 
for a chair in the aquarium and marine 
laboratory of Naples, Italy. In a word, 
this means that they are going to send 
their students,, or some of them, in 
zoology to Naples to study. 


"I have been studying and observing 


tbe marine fauna of southern California 
for 10 or 12 years, and I venture tbe 
statement that I can demonstrate that 
in our own waters we have a fauna 
quite as remarkable, if not more so, 
than tbe bty of Naples. There is not • 
day passes bnt what something new if 
found, and tbe field bas been bnt skim- 
med over. I believe tbat this will ra* 
rait in tbe establishment here ultimata* 
ly of • large end permanent aquarium 
•nd seaside ecological laboratory, in 
which tbe students of «ny school or 
cotteg* should be given evacy facility 
floi study, either free or «* • nominal 
cost Tbe Banning company bas in- 
formed me tbat they will establish snch 
i plant, beginning with 15 or inore 
tanks, and increase it as occasioa svtms 
to tomani.

FILIPINO GENTILITY. 


A. de T. Queiada io Build Up a Sys- 


tem of Schools In Central Cuba. 
A. de Varona Quesada, who iscently 


sailed for Puerto Principe, Cuba, was 
the head of the Patriotic Cuban league 
in Jersey City during the late insurrec- 
tion ssd raised thousands of dollars for 
the suffering Cubans. He will organize 
a public school system in Puerto Prin- 
cipe, where he lived.until he was driven 
from home because of his part in tbe 
insurrection. His estate wns confiscated 
20 years ago by the Spaniards. He will 
try to recover it. 


Mr. Quesada will organize the schools 


on the American plan. His proposed 
work has the approval of the authorities 
at Washington and has been directly 
sanctioned by Secretary Alger. Mr. 
Qnesada laid his plane before the au- 
thorities at Washington some time ago 
and secured passage on the transport 
Meade. The United States government 
will co-operate with him in his work. 


"In education," said Mr. Quesada, 


"lies the chief hope of Cuba and the 
development of the rising generation. 
My mission to Puerto Principe is to di- 
rect the organizing of public schools in 
central Cuba. 'The department of the 
interior is taking a lively interest in 
the problem and has promised to assist 
me in every way possible. One of my 
aims will be to teaclr the children to 
speak the English language. Spain at- 
tempted, to establish schools years ago, 
but failed. 


"Tbe schools I propose to establish 


must be supported by the Cubans by 
taxation, just as they are maintained 
here. If I succeed in establishing schools 
in central Cuba, similar institutions 
will soon spring up all over the island." 
—New York Sun.

graded, ignorant and uncivilized people 
reminds me of a night I spent at a Fi- 
lipino club," said Charles L. Jewett of 
New Albany, Ind.

I had 
not been in Manila long and everything 
was new to roe. Out of curiosity I ac- 
cepted the invitation and went to the 
function in my everyday duds, not 
dreaming bnt that it would be a very 
rude and coarse, if not comical, affair. 
Well, I want to tell yon that I was 
completely surprised. 


"The guests drove up in carriages, 


and the men were all attired in black 
clothes with white ties and a good 
many were in full ureas attire.

TO LOCATE LOST SHIPS. 


Contrivance In-rented fey • 


Maine Man. 


Frost, the Lewiston (Ma) inventor, 


bas a new and unique contrivance for 
locating lost vessels. It ia a buoy to be 
carried on tbe decks of vessels and is to 
be about four feet across and made of 
steel. On it is to be painted the name 
of the vessel, a'nd this stands in the 
square cage made for it on the deck of 
the steamer or ship. When the vessel 
goes down, tbe water rushes into the 
cage and unlocks the float, which im- 
mediately rises to the surface and 
bangs there above the wreck of the ves- 
lel, attached to it by a strong sort of 
oiled cord. 


Mr. Frost says that in tbe case of the 


Portland, which is supposed to have 
gone down in water where divers could 
reach it, if they could locate it, the 
buoy would be bobbing around in the 
water above the wreck the next morn- 
ing after the steamer went down. The 
buoy also contains a little chamber for 
tbe reception of written details of the 
wreck of the vessel, so tbat the people 
could know something about how it 
went down,—Lewiston (Me.) Journal, f

FASTEST LOCOMOTIVE. 


The Boston and Albany Rail- 


road's New Record Breaker. 


IT WEIGE8126 TONS WITH TEIDEB,

A new claimant for the title of the 


fastest thinjf en earth is in daily "train- 
ing" between Boston and 8; rin^field 
along the gleaming rails of the Boston 
and Albauy railroad. It is a mighty 
locomotive, numbered 231, beside whoaa 
proportions the famous 999 of the Em- 
pire State express sinks into compara- 
tive insignificance. 


Its like never before has been created. 


Whether it will be duplicated in the 
future dep»dson how well it fulfils the 
builders' prediction of a sustained speed 
of 90 miles an hour with a heavy train 
over ordinary roadbeds, grades and 
curves. Thus far it has "done" 70 miles 
an hour with such ridiculous ease that 
it is expected to exceed the estimate of 
a mile every 40 seconds. 


The beat type of speedy locomotive 


that stands on the rails today is prob- 
ably the machine that draws the record 
holding Empire State .express of the 
New York Central and Hudson River 
railroad, old "909." The "999" tips 
the scales at «3 tons, bnt the Boston 
and Albany monster weighs 85 tons 
without -its tender and 136 tons with 
that appendage. The train with which 
"999" makes its average of 53.58 miles 
an hour weighs 2rl3 tons. The new 
steam Hercules has reeled off 70 miles 
an hour and is expected to do much 
better with a train aggregating 810 
tons. The "999" had a maximum safety 
boiler pressure of 190 pounds of steam 
to the square inch, but this Boston and 
Albany engine carries 220 pounds. The 
cylinders of "999" are 19 by 34 inches, 
but th ,e of its new rival are compound 
22 by 34 by 38 inches. 


The diameter of the driving wheels 


of the "999," 7 feet 2% inches, exceeds 
those of the new machine, 6 feet 2 
inches, but the former engine has but 
double drivers, while the new idea has 
three, thus more than compensating in 
power for what ia lost in speed by re- 
ducing the diameters 
The storage ca- 


pacity of the big tender was calculated 
on a basis of several hundred miles 
without restocking, and when sha pulls 
out of Boston each afternoon, except 
Sunday, at 4 o'clock for her run to 
Springfield and back she carries 4,500 
gallons of water and eight tons of coal. 
Allowing 40 pounds of coal to the mile, 
which is really considerably more than 
is required, that permits of a 400 mile 
run without a stop, and the peculiar 
construction of steam chests and cylin- 
ders affords the greatest economy in the 
use of water. 


Viewed from a little distance this 


new record breaker is very deceptive 
while ia motion. The eye and ear, as a 
rule, estimate the speed of a train by 
the rapidity of the puffing exhausts of 
the locomotive, and as this machine 
"exhausts" only half as often aa an old 
style locomotive the first impression is 
that it isn't moving so very speedily 
after all. The ordinary engine "ex- 
hausts" four times to each revolntion 
of the drivers, bnt this, owing to the 
compound cylinder connections, 
"ex- 


hausts" only twice. 


Not the least interesting fact in con- 


nection with this monster of the rails 
is that its engineer is a physician in 
active practice as well as an expert in 
mechanics. The door of hie residence 
on a pretty hillside in Brighton bears 
the name in gilt letters of "Dr. H. F. 
Brackett," and it is here, with his 
wife, that the man of science and of 
machinery lives. When the "driver" 
has washed away the grime accumu- 
lated in his mile a minute run with the 
New York "special," he becomes at 
once the physician and goes forth among 
his patients. 
' 


The big machine he drives be feels to 


be the superior as an express locomotive 
to anything that holds the rails today 
in the form of old type engines. Eng- 
land, however, is making experiments 
with a steam novelty for speed and 
power whose possibilities are as little 
known as are those of the Boston and 
Albany speefl monster. The most novel 
feature in the coming British champion 
is the absence of such powerful steel 
connecting rods as bind together the 
driving wheels of the American locomo- 
tive. The piston and cylinder are lo- 
cated at a point midway of the drivers, 
and other innovations almost equally 
startling are made in other parts of 
the machinery, with a view to greater 
concentration of direct power than pres- 
ent types have permitted. The British 
machine is not so heavy as the new 
American, however, nor is its hill climb- 
ing ability with a heavy train expected 
to be so great. The English roads have 
few such difficult grades as distinguish 
the railroads in this country in the east 
or in the west, bnt on a level straight- 
away it is a question that only practical 
trial will settle as to whether the Yan- 
kees or the Britons will have to "try 
again" to secure and hold the distinc- 
tion of supremacy in speed and invent- 
ive genius.—Springfield Republican.

No one can calculate, of course, 
what America will or will not command 
in the exports and imports of the coun- 
tries acros sthe seas, and it is useless 
to speculate. But whatever it may be, 
the Pacific coast is the natural distri- 
buting point for a considerable and 
for an ever-enlarging share of it. 


The greatest injuiy worked by such

be delivered from, 
and 
when the 


demagogue comes along and shouts 
"bossism," "Croclcerism" the people 
are panic-stricken and rush to destroy 
the men or institution against which 
this shout is directed. They seldom 
or never stop to think that the most 
successful quack is tne one who as- 
sails quackery- 


Father Guilien further says of the 


situation in Luzon: "Aguinaldo is not 
responsible entirely. Associated with 
him are four Filipico lawyers, who are 
in fact at the head of the natives, 
These men, natives by birth, were edu- 
cated in America and Paris. They are 
now using their education and know- 
ledge of government to deceive the 
Filipinos by giving them a monarclu.il 
form of government in the guise of a 
republic. They are all members of 
Aguinaldo's cabinet. They make out 
and formulate the orders; he signs 
them. They plan the atrocities 'against 
the church; he sanctions them. Their 
amb'ition is'to obtain all military, civil 
and religious powers. Assisting them 
are several Filipino priests, who are de- 
sirous of wresting religious power from 
the Spanish bishops. If the Americans 
can but capture the four chief support- 
ers and advisers of Aguinaldo the re- 
bellion will be easily quelled. Until 
this is accomplished we can hope for 
nothing else but continual and pro- 
tracted cruelty ana carnage." 


"There is one other question to which 


we should reply before examining the 
document. What need was there, say 
the anti-expans'onists, of announcing 
the principles on which we purpose to 
govern the Philippines? Why should 
we govern them at all? Why should we 
not permit Aguiraldo and his followers 
to set up an independent government 
of their own, or, if that course be 
deemed impracticable, why should we 
not transfer the islands to some power 
better adapted than are the United 
States to the management of the trans- 
marine possessions? We answer that, 
when we subverted the authority of 
Spain in the Philippine archipelago, we 
made ourselves responsible for 
the 


security of the lives and prop rty of 
foreigners 
sojourning 
therein. 
We 


could not shirk that responsibility by 
abandoning the islands to Aguinaldo, 
and to the intertribal wars and anarchy 
which must have been the outcome of 
his attempt to rule them. 
Foreign 


powers would have justly held us liable 
for the injuries inflicted upon their 
subjects or citizens by a native gov- 
ernment which would be indebted to 
us for its existence."—-Collier's Weekly.

"The magnitude of the liquor interest 


in itself is of importance, as showing 
the force which is sure to be opposed 
to any radical measures aiming at com- 
plete prohibition. It would obviously be 
impossible, suddenly and in a short 
time, to wipe out a trade which sup- 
ports 1,800,000 people, and involves a 
capital of $957,000,000. It is not surpris- 
ing that the people whose livelihood is 
connected with this business should re- 
sist to their uttermost such .measures. 
Even the farmers, who sell 58,000,000 
bushels of product, have a considerable 
interest in the matter, as well as the 
land owners who rent buildings, and 
the railroads and steamboats which

furnish transportation. 
There is 110 


reason, however, to suppose that those 
who live by this traffic would not be 
quite as willing to take up some other 
enterprise, if it offered the same profits 
and the same opportunities for em- 
ployment. Any measure aimed at the 
liquor traffic will, therefore, improve 
its chances of success, if it can, at the 
same time create a new field of em- 
ployment for those who will inevitably 
be thrown out of work by the restric- 
tion of the consumption of alcohol. Our 
committee has not entered into this in- 
vestigation in detail for lack of time; 
but it is obvious that such forms of 
amusement as the bicycle, the camera, 
and, most out-of-door sports- are im- 
portant competitors of the saloon, and 
that the workers in these departments 
constitutue a part of the economic in- 
terest directly opposed to the liquor 
interest. In a sense, the interests of 
the producers of light drinks are op- 
posed to those of the producers of 
heavy drinks, and, as shown by the 
figures of the department of labor, their 
interests are greater. The total pro- 
duct of distilled liquors in. 1890 was 
$104,000,000, while that of malt liquors 
was $183,000,000, and that this interest 
ia constantly growing may be seen ! 
from the figures giving the consump- 
tion of malt liquors and distilled liq- 
uors for a period of years."—Henry

Rev W L Tenney's Address 


at Invitation of Central 


Labor Union 


DUTY OF THE. WORKIN8MAN

Is to Support the Unions, Through 


Which He is Able to Accomplish 


the Best Results. Associated 


Charities Needed. 


.Labor unions and thoir work was the 


theme of the address given by Rev. W. 
L. Tenney in Forester*,' hall last even- 
ing, speaking at the invitation of the 
members of the Central labor union. 
The idea of such an, address was sug- 
gested by the discussion in regard to 
associated charities, but the address 
was broader than the one subject of 
charity, and brought that in as inci- 
dental to the broader work of the 
unions. 


Mr. Tenney expressed himself as in 


the heartiest sympathy with tha work 
of the union, and emphasized his po- 
bition by saying that he considered it 
not merely the privilege, but the duty 
of the workingimen to associate them- 
selves together in labor unions for their 
mutual good. He then, carried the idea 
further and said that he believed the 
ultimate development of the union idea 
would be a form of co-operation that 
would bring1 into the unions both em- 
ployers and employed, all working1 for 
the advancement of society. 


The attendance at the meeting was 


not so large as had been hoped, but 
those uho were present showed their 
appreciation in close attention and fre- 
quent and hearty applause. Vice-Pres- 
ident H. A. McDonald of the Central 
Labor union presided and introduced 
Mr. Tenney. 


Mr. Tenney introduced his remarks 


by saying that no one who could not 
address them as fellow workingmen 
was fitted to address them at all, since 
under modern ideas manhood had been 
made the only test of equality, and the 
ability to do work of some kind was 
the true developer of Character. 


He reviewed the hist y of the work- 


ingmaii, bringing: out three points. 
Firfat he spoke of the encouragement 
there was in the advances that had al- 
ready been made. There are two ways 
to make advancement, revolution and 
evolution. In France it was revolution, 
but while this bettered the condition 
of the people it still left something to 
be desired. 


In England it was evolution, and all 


are familiar with the advance that has 
come by this method. T' i improved 
condition of the workingn;an has been 
brought about largely 
tlu'ough the 


shortening of the hours of labor. Every 
man is better for some kind of work, 
but no man can be a man when he is 
made a slave to his work and left no 
time for anything else in the world. 


Side by side with the shortening of the 


hours of labor has come an advance in 
regard to the ideas of sanitary work- 
ing places, and a restriction'of the em- 
ployment of women and children, in 
factories. The whole 
tendency has 


been to do away with the idea that men 
could merely exist, coming towards the 
point, where it is recognized that in 
addition to a place to "work and sleep 
he must have a home and surroundings 
that shall inspire him to his best ef- 
forts for the sake of himself and others. 


In view of the fact that most of 


these advances have been secured by 
the worklncmen hetnselves, working 
together* for their 
mutual good in 


some form of organization, Mr. Ten- 
ney did not see how any one could help 
agreeing that it was not only the priv- 
ilege but the duty of the worklngmen 
to support the unions and to increase 
their usefulness for future efforts so 
far as possible. 


Coming to the question.of the future 


development of the union idea, he spoke 
of the successful cases of profit-sharing 
and co-operation between the employ- 
ers and the employes, an€ he said he 
believed that the time would 
come 


when the unions would include In their 
membership not only the workingmen 
but the employers as well, and that all 
would be working to the same ends, 
seeing that their real go*d lay in exact- 
ly the same direction- ' 


The great question before the nation 


today, leaving out the question of ex- 
pansion, is that of the control of arti- 
ficial monopolies. The question as to 
whether the people shall own these or 
the monopolies shall own the people is 
one that is coming up for final decis- 
on throughout the country. It has al- 
ready begun, and the final answer rests 
with the workingmen. In this connec- 
tion the name of Mayor Jones of Toledo 
evoked some of the heartiest applause 
of the evening. 


In order to meet all these demands 


of judgment'the workingmen must be 
students, and must take a thoughtful, 
interest in public affairs and in. pre- 
paring themselves so far as possible to 
answer such questions wisely. The 
condition of the workingman must be 
cept as high as possible. 


In connection with this comes the 


question of associated charities. There 
are many who need the advice and aid 
of their fellows in order to tide them 
over hard places, and to keep 'them 
:rom becoming members of the danger- 
ous class who, having lost their self- 
•espect, refuse to work, and depend on 
the state for their support. We can- 
not leave the doing of this to chance. 
Therefore the workingmen must be in- 
terested in the matter, for charity con- 
sists merely In the effort to extend help 
n a manly and just fashion, and asso- 
ciated charities is but the union of all 
:hese efforts in order that they may all 
be wisely conducted. 


"I should have no use," said Mr. Ten- 


ney, "for a system of associated chari- 
ties that did not include among its 
members and officers a large propor- 
tion of workingmen and representa- 
tives of the unions." 


It is necessary only, in summarizing 


the whole subject, for every one to ac- 
cept the obligation that comes from 
the possibilities within each one, and 
to live up to the highest ideals of the 
present time, working always for tho 
accomplishment of something better 
and higher.

"The stor}- of the corrupt use and 


speculation in public money in Pennsyl- j 
vania !s an old one and has been a'mat- 
ter of notorious accusation against a 
long line of state treasurers and political 
bosses for many years. Mr. Quay him- 
self has been again and again accused 
cf participation in treasury jobbing by 
the newspapers of this and other stages 
with circumstantial detail. Heretofore, 
however. th« basis for these accusations 
largely consisted of oral testimony and 
of allegations by political opponents. 
The case \vh:ch terminated today, how- 
ever, unlike previous accusations, was 
founded exclusively upon documentary 
proof in his own handwriting and that 
cf his friends and confederates. The evi- 
dence of his guilt did not depend upon 
the veracity of any man or men, but was 
supported exclusively by his o\vn letter 
and by written entries and statements 
recorded by his trusted friends and sup- 
porters. 


Bos 195, 


"From the day the prosecution against 


him was instituted until the verdict wa» I 
recorded he has sought by every device 
to delay and obstruct the efforts of the 
commonwealth's officers to produce the 
•written evidence of his misdoing and to 
bring him to trial for his offenses. 


"The removal of the case from the 


lower court on the eve of the day when 
It was first set down for trial by an ex- 
traordinary writ issued by the supreme 
court, which that court subsequently 
dismissed, was successful in taking the 
prosecution away froan the management 
of former District Attorney Graham> 
whose abillt-', zeal and effectiveness as 
a prosecutor had been demonstrated by 
18 years of service. The same efforts to 
prevent a. full exposition of his acts as a. 
public official and his connection wit*, 
the private use of the pu'blic money, 
marked every step in the extraordinary 
line of defense which hissldlfulattorneys 
adopted during his trial in resisting the 
zealous and able e^'orts of District At- 
torney Rothormel to introduce all the 
inculpating evidence in possession of the 
commonwealth. 


"By technical objection he excluded 


the evidence offered to show that during 
big term as state treasurer he was paid 
interest on state deposits and also the 
receipt of interest by subsequent treas- 
urers charged in the bill of indactroent 
as being oo-conspirators with him in 
crime and finally failed to take the stand 
in his own defense and submit himself 
to cross-examination upon the charges 
made. The "red book" kept by his 
trusted friend, Mr. Hopkins, and which 
set out the story of treasury corrup- 
tions, was overwhelmingly corroborated 
and its verity established by the testi- 
mony and admission of his friend, Mc- 
Kee, and by the signature of his friend 
and co-defendant, B. J. Haywood. 


"Notwithstanding all this proof, eman- 


ating exclusively from the lips and the 
pens of himself and his closest friends, 
and in face of his own silence and failure 
to testify to his innocence, he was ac- 
quitted. 


"This is a new chapter of shame for 


Pennsylvania, a new record of failure 
in the administration of justice that will 
do much to encourage corruptionists 
and public plunderers generally through- 
out the country. 
The first shout of 


defiant exultation over his acquittal has 
proceeded from the governor 
of the 


commonwealth, who has promptly ap- 
pointed him a United States senator, 
^without authority and in violation of law 
'and in defiance of the will of the people 
as expressed by the .votes of the legis- 
lature. 
It is fitting In every way that 


the capstone should have been thus put 
upon the edifice of boss rule and ma- 
chine jobbery by the Quay representa- 
tive in the governor's chair. 
The peo- 


ple will thus see more clearly, it ts to be 
hoped, the reckless disregard of right 
and decency, of public morality and po- 
litical purity that characterizes the 
Quay machine, now intrenched in office 
in Pennsylvania. 


"But friends of good 
government 


should not despair. 
There are other 


indictments undisposed of still hang-ing 
over Quay, and whatever may be their 
fate, even though it =M -.:." b u. tech- 
nical acquitffil, the co.itcst against the 
degrading forces, practices and prin- 
ciples which Quay and his machine rep- 
resent, will be carried on until justice 
and right, morality and honesty shall 
triumph. 
The friends of good govern- 


ment will re-enlist in this warfare to- 
day, and must continue unremittingly 
and unflinchingly the strife against all 
wrong-doings and wrong-doers in any 
party and in all -partier, regardless of 
temporary setbacks or defeats, until 
treasury Jobbers shall be driven from 
official power in the commonwealth. To- 
day's verdict settles nothing but the fate 
of the single bill of Indictment upon 
which Mr. Quay was tried. 
The facts 


of the treasury speculation and jobbery 
elicited in his trial, and wholly unan- 
swered by him or any pther witness, 
cannot be effaced by the surprising ver- 
dict of today. 
They must be iterated 


and reiterated and laid bare In all their 
hideous deformity before the people, so 
that a verdict in accordance with the 
truth may be reached by that larger 
Jury, before whom the special pleading 
of attorneys and the stolid silence of the 
accused will be unavailing. 
Quay has 


got his technical verdict, but the trial 
of corruptionists and public plunderers 
will still (o on."

Net Encouraging to Teachers. 


Washington. April 22.—In a report to 


the secretary of i\ar. Dr. Victor Clark, 
sub-director of public instruction in 
Porto Rico, says that only $50 a month 
can be offered to American teachers, 
with transportation to the island from 
New York. As understood in this coun- 
try, there i,» no sjstem of higher educa- 
tion in Pov-to Rico. No school on the 
island affords adequate preparation for 
American coli&ge work. 
The public 


schools are keipt open 12 months in the 
year and six daj's in the week. There 
is no co-e'duoation of the sexes. 
No 


echoolhouses exist on the island, the 
schools usually being held at the resi- 
dences of the teachers. Only a part of 
the pupils have text books. In many 
casas the pupils take to the schools the 
chairs which they occupy. The pupils 
study aloud. About 525 schools are re- 
ported in the island and a little over 
$300,000 is annually paid for their support. 
A great desire is manifested to learn 
English.

Situation In General Lines of Trade continues 


to Show Great Strength. 
• 


New York, April 22.—Bradstreet's says: 


The general business situation is one of 
quiet strength, while in industrial lines 
activity continues unabatpd. The well- 
nigh universal testimony ot" damage of 
the winter wheat crop has had surpris- 
ingly little effect on prices as yet, owing 
partly to improved weather conditions, 
strengthening^he hope's of a larger area 
In spring wheat, and also to good crop 
reports abroad, and increased visible 
supplies as compared with a year ago. 


An enlarged demand for this country's 


manufactured products is in some de- 
gree counterbal^iced by the falling off 
in the value of agricultural exports, not- 
ably cereals and cotton, as compared 
with a year ago. 
For the month of 


March a drop of $18,000,000 in exports of 
breadstuffs, cotton, provisions, live cat- 
tle and mineral oils has been partly 
made up by a gain of nearly $10,000,000 
in other products. Imports reflect the 
increased purchasing power of the coun- 
try, the total for March being the largest 
since May, 1897. For the nine months' 
period, exports, as a whole, are a little 
less than double the imports. 


In iron and steel np\v business is of 


even smaller oroportions, a notable ex- 
ception, however, being in .the line of 
wire goods and nails, on which prices 
have been generally advanced. 


The cotton goods situation is still 


strong, though current clomand from 
agents is light. 
Heavy o.Y'.rrs booked 


for gray goods some time .'?ro make for 
strength in this line, but converters com- 
plain that finished goods have not ad- 
vanced proportionately. 


Retail distribution of staple products 


has been improved by more favorable 
weather, thus encouraging hopes of fu- 
ture good records from wholesale hands.

WHEN FIRE BREAKS OUT. 


Keep Cool and Remember and Fol- 


io vr Theie Instruction*. 


In case *f fire, if the burning articles 


are at once splashed and sprayed with 
» solution of salt and nitrate of am- 
monia an • incombustible coating 
is 


formed. This is a preparation which 
lan be made at home at a trifling cost 
and should be kept on band. Dissolve 
80 pounds of common salt and ten 
pounds of nitrate of ammonia in seven 
gallons of water. Pour this into quart 
bottles of thin glass and fire grenades 
are at hand ready for use. These bot- 
tles must be tightly corked and sealed 
to prevent evaporation, and in case of- 
fire they must be thrown near tha 
Dames, so as to break and liberate the 
gas contained. At least two dozen of 
these bottles ebould be ready for an 
wnergency. 


In this connection it is w_U to re- 


member that water on burning oil flcat-. 
ters the flame, but that flour will ex- 
tinguish it. 
Salt thrown upon a fire if 


the'chimney is burning will help to 
deaden the blaze. If a fire once gets 
under headway and prompt exit be- 
comes a necessity, a silk hanrlk^rchief, 
dipped in water and wrapped about the 
month and nostrils will prevent suffoca- 
tion from smoke; failing this, a piece 
of wet flannel *ill answer. 


Should smoke fill the room, recall 


7our physics—remember that smoke 
goes first to the top of the room and 
last to the floor. Wrap a blanket or 
Woolen garment about you, with the 
Wft cloth over your face, drop on your 
bands and knees and crawl to the win- 
dow. Bear in mind that there is no 
more danger in getting down from <» 
three, story window than from the first 
floor if yon keep a* firm bold of the 
tope or ladder.

SHORTER JAIL SENTENCES, 


"Drunks" Who Can't Pay Fines, Have 


Lighter Alternatives. 


A law which goes into effect In this 


state May 1 entitled an act to regu- 
late the discharge of convicts commit- 
ted to prison or otlier places/ of con- 
finement for non-payment of fine or 
fine and costs, will be read with inter- 
est The act was approved April 1, and 
is as follows: 


Section 15 of chapter 222 of the Pub- 


lic Statutes is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out all after the words "confine- 
ment" and inserting in. place thereof 
the words "eight days for fine, or fine I 
and costs, costs no,t - exceeding fa, 20 ' 
days 1'or fine, or fine and costs not ex- 
ceeding $10, 30 days for fine or fine and 
costs not exceeding $20, he shall be 
discharged" so as to read as follows: 
"Section 15. When a convict has been 
confined in a prison or other place of 
confinement eight days for fine, or fine 
and costs not exceeding $5, 20 days for 
fine, or fine and costs not exceeding 
$10, 30 days for fine or fine and costs 
exceeding $20" he shall be discharged.
